“I W ADDLE.’, 


I a the di icussion of the proposed meth­ 
ods to prevent the organization of trust-, 
and to limit the power of monopolies, 
those who hsve no feeling for the people, 
aud who usually take sides against them. 
bring out the constitution as a bar to 
each 
legislation 
as 
seeks 
lo pro­ 
tect the people from the iron-hetl of 
these powerful combination*. The con­ 
stitution is a venerably instrument, bas 
done splendid service, and is em i led to 
great respect, bot there are many who 
are using it to the detriment cf the peo­ 
ple. 
Here is a paragraph which con­ 
tains much thai is worthy of careful 
thought: 
‘‘The people would regard it as a good 
sign if the constitution, instead of being 
worshipped like a Chinese Joss, should 
be stretched occasionally by the senate in 
the interest of the people till they oould 
hear ii crack. Mr. Lincoln, in order lo 
preserve the nation, ripped thai vener­ 
able instrument down the back and 
across the middle 
in his first call 
for troops. The nation now needs sal­ 
vation from many growing evils and 
gross abuses of gieat monopolies and 
giant combinations. There are senators 
who, at every attempt ,to interpose law 
to protect the people, plead connstitu- 
t tonal obligations and rest!lotions. The 
country is pretty tired of this form of 
disouE6ion, not because it dees not rev­ 
erence the cor striation, but because it 
does not believe it stands in the way of 
any reform legislation which the needs 
of the con airy demand.” 
So that in the legislation against ti us ta 
and monopolies, combinttiovs that are a 
positive barm to the people as well aa to 
the business interests of the country, the 
constitution should not stand in the way 
of justice.

The Iowa representatives in congress,

D k esd ex, April 5.—Court circles are 
enjoying a scandal In the little prin­ 
cipality of Scil Wartburg. Sondershausen. 
Prince Leopold, brother of the reigning 
sovereign. Prince Charles, has removed 
all 
his possessions from the palace, 
where he has been living for years, and 
taken lodgings at a hotel. 
Hitherto, the 
two Princes, who are both Prussian 
Generals, respectively 68 and f>8 years 
old, have been great chums, their in­ 
timacy even going so far as to include 
keeping a small harem on equal shares 
in the matter of expenses. 
Prince Charles, although married, Is 
childless, and Prince Lno{>old, being a 
bachelor, recently decided, for state rea­ 
sons, he had better marry. Two or three 
Sundays ago the two Princes talked mat­ 
ters over while at supper In the Casino 
club, Sondershausen. Leopold demanded 
that in case of his marriage his allow­ 
ance, $5,000 per annum, should he in­ 
creased. 
The elder Prince did not take 
kindly to the proposition, and said lf 
Leopold could not afford to support a 
Princess as his wife he should try to 
marry a rich Jewess. 
This offended 
Prince Leopold, and he loft the club ab­ 
ruptly and was on tho way home to the 
castle when he was overtaken by Prince 
Charles, who sneeringly repeated his ad­ 
vice. 
Prince Leopold turned viciously 
on his brother and hit him in the face. 
A fistic battle ensuod between the 
brothers. 
Tho sentries who wore pac­ 
ing tho road to the castle did not dare 
interfere, but some officers arrived, who 
by shielding the reigning Prince with 
their bodies succeeded in lulling the 
storm. 
Everybody retired to bed. and 
in the morning both Princes had black 
eyes and remained invisible. 


ALEXANDER'S ROCKY ROAD. 


Plot* to Blow Up tho C u r and Wreck 
tho Imperial Train. 
St. P etersburg, April 5.—The police 
at Gatschina have discovered explosives 
on the grounds of the imperial palace. 
The Imperial family has, in consequence, 
renounced the idea of going there to 
finish len t 
The Czar for two days has 
suffered arelapseof the influenza, which 
has compelled him to postpone audi­ 
ences. 
His condition is not serious. 
Tho Czar has also abandoned his pro­ 
posed hunting trip in Poland on account 
of a plot to throw the Imperial train off 
tho track. 
This was discovered by the 
fact that a decoy train, supposed to con­ 
tain the Czar and his suite, was wrecked 
by rocks placed on the rails. 
The scheme for the Russification of 
Finland is received with much disfavor 
in that country, and trouble Is certain 
to follow. 
Tho students of the St. Petersburg 
university made an attack upon Lieut.- 
(ion. Grosser, chief of the St. Petersburg 
polieo, who went to the university to 
quell the disturbance, and treated him 
in a very rough manner. He was thrown 
to the floor, and while lying prostrate 
was kicked a number of times by his 
assailants. 


A Disturbed Condition of Affairs, 
London, April (J.—Advices received 
here to-dav from St. Petersburg reaffirm 
the reports of the serious condition of 
affairs in Russia. 
They declare that 
tho Czar is suffering from nervous fever. 
Tho scheme for the Russification of Fin­ 
land is received with oxtreme dissatis­ 
faction In that country, and trouble Is 
certain to follow. 
The advices further 
say that all tho universities In Russia 
have been closed by the government.

N ew Y ork, April 
ft—Bradstreet's 
'State of Trade,” published to-day, says: 
Special telegrams corroborate previous­ 
ly reported indications that while the 
volume of general trado is heavy there 
has been a distinct check to the move­ 
ment of staples to retailers* hands as 
compared with tile distribution some 
months 
ago. 
Overflows 
along 
the 
lower Mississippi valley have checked 
trade at New Orleans, and even at St. 
Louis a similar influence has been felt. 
At New York, while the quarter's total j 
of bank clearings Is 4 per cent larger 
than in 1*89, for March the total this 
year is 2 1-3 per cent less than in March, 
1889. 
The bank clearings at thirty-six cities 
for March aggregated $4.53”,ftl4,831, a 
gain over a year ago of 1ft |»er cent. 
For the first quarter of 1890 tho gain is 
ft* per cent. over the first quarter of 
1889. 
Tile only assignable canso for the 
existing depression in the Iron and steel 
market in tho face of extraordinary con­ 
sumption and prospects for still heavier 
consumption, is found in tho fact that a 
productive capacity lias been developed 
iii overy department to an extraordinary 
degree. 
Tho increase in the production 
of crudo iron within tho past six months 
amounts to but little loss than 50,000 
tons per week. 
Wheat has not varied in price much, 
tending upward toward the close. 
Re­ 
duced stocks abroad and crop damage at 
home are stimulating features. 
Exports 
have declined visibly, notably from tho 
Pacific coast. 
Tho total shipped this 
week, both coasts (including flour a- 
wheat), 
is 1,521,890 bushels again-t 
2,401,150 bushels the week before. From 
July I last to date the exports equil 
81,214.675 
bushels, against 09,040, UM 
bushels in the like portion of l888-8 > 
Drives in spring dress goods are leading 
features of tho eastern dry goods jobbing 
trade. 
A considerable amount of busi­ 
ness has boon effected at cut rates. 
Trado with agents is only moderate. 
Cotton and wool dress goods show a 
most notable activity. 
Prices are as a 
rule unchanged. 
Cotton is dull and un­ 
changed, as is all raw wool. 
Reports of failures throughout the 
United States during tho first quartcrof 
tho current year show a total of 3,326, 
against 3,569 iii tho first quarter of iss6. 
The aggregate liabilities of failing trad­ 
ers are S33,814,301, against SJI,761,ft.>6, 
and actual assets $16,082,212, against 
$20,376,798 in the first quarter of 1889.

W a s h in g to n , April 5.—Represen ta- 1 
tlve J. D. Taylor, from the committee 
on alcoholic liquor traffic ha9 reported 
to the house the bill agreed upon by the 
committee providing for the appointment 
of an alchoholic liquor traffic commis­ 
sion. 
The report of the committee says 
that a large portion of the people have 
for a long time desired an honest, intell- 
gent, impartial, and thorough investi­ 
gation of the liquor trail c in all its 
phases. 
Reference is made to inquiries 
by similiar commissions in 
England 
which have had 
remarkable results, 
warranting further investigations. 
Reports from domestic sources indicate 
that the liquor traffic causes four-fifths 
of all the crimes committed, wastes one- 
half of the taxation, causes the expendi­ 
ture of $800,000 a year in drink, inca­ 
pacitates mentally and physically SOO,OOO 
people for labor and business, causes 
three-fourths of tho pauperism of the 
country, Is responsible for the fearful In­ 
crease in insanity and imbecility, and 
does no good to anybody. 
On the other 
hand, these statements are deniel and 
pronounce I to be the hallucinations of a 
diseased brain. 
Therefore, says the re­ 
port. let us have an investigation, and 
let the world know tho truth or fa'sity 
of these assertions. 
Representative Quinn of New York 
presented a minority report in opposi­ 
tion to tho bill. 
He said that under the 
terms of tho bill, while the commission­ 
ers shall not belong to the same political 
party, they may all bo prohibitionists. 
Tho majority concedes that Conrress 
has no power to regulate tho liquor 
traffic in the S ates. and it is, therefore, 
a novel proposition that it shall investi­ 
gate a subject without possessing the 
power to carry out by legislation tho 
recommendations made by tho commis­ 
sion. 
Mr Quinn maintains that there Is no 
information on the subject that has not 
already been published, no argument re­ 
lating thereto that has not been already 
made. 
It has been agitated and dis­ 
cussed for forty years by the people, and 
it is an insult to their ability and intelli­ 
gence to say that they are not informed 
upon this subject and that this commis­ 
sion can in two years give them what 
they do not already know. 
In conclu­ 
sion Mr. Quinn says that undoubtedly 
the bill is one of those numerous meas­ 
ures originating outside of Congress un­ 
der tho pretense of some great public 
benefit the real purpose of which is per­ 
sonal advancement and selfish interest. 
The bill, he says, Is intended to infringe 
upon tho rights of the people and Is un- 
Amcrican in IU character.

DEBARRED 
FROM 
PRACTICE. 


New Y o rk, April 5.—The startling in­ 
formation that the government has been 
robbed of $1,000,000. through the impor­ 
tation of millions of pairs of gloves upon 
which no duty has been paid, caused a 
vast deal of excitement among custom­ 
house officials to-day. 
The details were 
unknown to 
them. 
The story was 
knocked about like a shuttle-cock. The 
Information came in a cablegram from 
United States Consul Dederich at Leip­ 
sic. 
He said that he had unearthed a 
gigantic fraud by which the government 
had been cheated out of millions of dol­ 
lars. 
The frauds are said to refer to enor­ 
mous importations of gloves from Ger­ 
many, which merchants of New York 
and other cities have managed to smug­ 
gle through without the payment of 
duties. 
The cablegram was sent direct 
to 
Washington. 
The custom house 
officials in Now York only knew of It 
through a report which is well authenti­ 
cated. 
It created an immense sensa­ 
tion. 
Speculation was rife among tho 
employes over the disclosure. 
None of 
them could offer the slightest explana­ 
tion. 
S ofar as they knew there was 
nothing which would cause the slightest 
suspicion relative to fraud In connection 
with the importation of gloves or any­ 
thing else. 
It is known that the cablegram, which 
is of considerable length, Is now in 
possession of the Treasury officials at 
Washington, and the local officials await 
more definite 
information with 
tho 
greatest interest. 
They are Inclined to 
think that the most enormous scheme 
to defraud the government that has ever 
been known will be disclosed. 
Special 
Treasury Agent Jingle, who is now In 
the elty, said to-day that ho had hoard 
of the cablegram that had been sent by 
Consul Dederlch, but he did not know 
Its contents. 
“ I have heard of the report,” said 
Collector Erliardt, “ but I do not know 
what was in the message. 
The report 
which came to me was that the consul at 
Leipsic had unearthed a scheme whereby 
the government had been defrauded of a 
great sum of money in connection with 
glove Importations. 
I never had the 
least suspicion of anything of that kind, 
and I am utterly at a loss to know how 
such a gigantic fraud could be success­ 
fully carried out. I am awaiting further 
revelations from Washington with im­ 
patience.”

living with hor he frequently visited hl9 
second wife, and the latter now has a 
baby six months old. 
Smiler abused 
and beat his third wife, and she had 
him arrested several times. 
She finally 
left him altogether and took refuge with 
her friend, Mrs. Wilson, whore she was 
killed, 
It Is believed that Smiler intended to 
kill all three of his wives and commit 
suicide. 
When told after his arrest 
that his wife was dead. Smiler answered: 
‘•All right; then I will hang. Bury me in 
the satno grave with her.” 
Three years ago Smiley was a soldier 
in the salvation army. 
Since that time 
he has worked in the mailing depart­ 
ments of several newspapers.

L a d ie s a n d G e n t l e m e n: We have 
fallen upon strange lines. The dream* 
stances whioh seem to make it necessary 
f or me to appear before you this even­ 
ing and defend a law enacted in the in­ 
terest of education and the children of 
the state are indeed strange circum­ 
stances and anomalous to the whole spirit 
of American history, 
lf any one had 
said to me a year ago that there existed 
in Wisconsin any considerable number 
cf men who were hostile to the spirit and 
purpose of a law like the Bennett law, I 
would have refused to believe it. 
I misfit have admitted chat among the 
more ignorant and unprogressive cle­ 
ments of oar population there coaid be 
f mud a few who did net care for the fu­ 
ture of their children. 
But I certainly 
wool I have refused to believe that in all 
the state there coaid be found a single 
minister or priest who was so completely 
foreign in his ideas and sympathies ss to 
oppose a law which simply provides that 
every child should acquire 
a small 
amount of American education. I woald 
not have believed that there existed id 
Wisconsin or the United States even a 
single newspaper, to matter what lan­ 
guage it was printed in, that would op­ 
pose such a law. 
I would not have believed that there 
contd be found in all this broad lend a 
set of men and newspapers who woald 
deliberately enter into a conspiracy 
agamist poor, ignorant and defenseless 
Atle children. I would not have be­ 
lieved that there could be found a single 
man who ever felt the fostering care of 
lac Amelioan sohoo’, who coaid be in­ 
duced to join this conspiracy for the sake 
of an office. Bat, my friends, I am wiser 
to-day than I was one year ago. 
I now see tbat we have these elements 
among nr. I bad believed that the Ben­ 
nett law wa9 devised to correct was the 
refcuit cf negligence and inattention. 
But this violent opposition to the law 
convinces me tbat the ignorance wb.cb 
we are striving to dissipate is very large­ 
ly the work cf design; at least that is 
the 
natural 
logic 
of the position 
its opponents 
take. 
He 
who op­ 
poses the light must cf necessity be in 
f Ivor of darkness. As much as we may 
deprecate and foci asbamtd of such a 
condition of affairs in to fair and pro­ 
gressive a state, nevertheless it is trne, 
aud we must meet the tvil lu the forum 
cf rwBsou and before the bar of public 
opinion. 
I thank God for the power there is in 
public opinion. It bas never failed ne. 
It is the “vox Dei’’ of American destiny. 
To it the tender children and feeble aged 
may appeal with eel tu n ty that justice 
ebell be accorded One cf the distinctive 
features of American character is a gen­ 
erous aud chivalric regard for the weak 
aud defenseless. In obedience to this 
noble spirit we have dotted this broad 
I md aith asylums and houses cf refuge. 
Bach a spirit is the essence of the high­ 
est civilization. 
In obedience to it we 
have established the most magnificent 
system of public instruction for children, 
the world ever knew. In obedience to it 
we have enshrined in law and sentiment 
that regard for women that so distinct­ 
ive ly ma* ks the American sooial order 
above any other on eartb. 
These ideas of chanty,cf education, 
of tender regard for women, form what 
are known as the basio American ideas ol 
social relationship. Justice is the foun­ 
dation principle on which they rest. Jus­ 
tice to tie unfortunate, justice to the 
motherhood cf the race. Ills this broad 
and truly American spirit that has ma­ 
terialized in all the laws which have made 
possible onr splendid educational sys­ 
tem. It is this spirit that actuated the 
hearts of those liberal Bcd patriotic Ger­ 
man'Americans 
in 
Milwaukie, who 
originated the Bennett law. 
It is this 
spirit which impelled the last legislature 
to enaot it with scarce y a word of dis­ 
sent. It is this spirit whioh inspires the 
great army cf teachers cf Wisconsin of 
every form of religions faith and politi­ 
cal belief, to stand like a wall in snppoit 
of it. It is this spirit on which is found­ 
ed the American stale,and t i which se 
loyal American citizens, we are pledged 
lo the last fall measure of our property, 
our service, and if need be our lives. 
L t us proceed to inquire into the 
necessity of such a law. The Bennett 
law applies to children between the ages 
of 7 and 14. The opponents of the law 
say that there is no need of enacting 
such a measure. 'Ft at is their opinion. 
hour I The reports cf the oounty euperiutend- 
‘ eats to the state superintendent shows 
that the whole number cf children be­ 
tween the ages of 9 and 14 years in 1889 
was 284,036. The number who are re­ 
ported as attending the pnblio schools 
twelve weeks or more is 210,077. This 
leaves 73,979 who did not attend the pub 
lie schools twelve weeks or more during 
the pass year. The reports concerning 
the number cf children who atteud some 
private school twelve weeks or more the 
past year, are very meager and unsatis­ 
factory, but up to the time these figures 
were obtained the number reported was 
24.319, This would leave 49,660 between 
the ages of 7 14 who did not attend any 
school last year. To allow .for mistakes 
we cot the number down to 40,000. There 
they eland an army of ignorance growing 
op in oar midst. Denied by oopidity 
aud bigotry combined the privileges of 
even the free of oar state, a large pro­ 
portion are par post I y kept in this condi­ 
tion . An I yet, my ooantry men, the air 
is full of the pleadings of priests and 
politicians that this blessed condition of 
things may continue; that this illiteracy 
6 0 conducive to certain ideas of what 
constitutes religion and morals may not 
be disturbed by the force of law. 
But, says the opponent cf the measure, 
to enact each a law is a reproach to those 
who are a “law unto themselves,” ia the 
matter of educating (hi ir otlldren. In 
reply to tbat I would say, that it is a 
maxim as old as law itself, that all laws, 
divine as wed as human, are made for 
the exceptional cis??. 
The Decalogue ssye; “Thou shalt not 
kill.” Thou shalt not steal.” These en­ 
actments are not made for the ninety 
and nine who do net kill or steal, but for 
the one who does. We have laws com­ 
pelling parents to care fot their children 
and compelling oaildren to care for aged 
parents. 
We have laws against poly­ 
gamy, abuse of children and many more 
offenses against the peace and wellfare 
of society * These laws are no made for 
nor are they a reflection against those 
living orderly, bat for the one person in 
a thousand who does not so live. Rev. 
Mr. Swan, president of the joint Luther­ 
an synod whioh meet in Baltimore in 
1889, admitted in a communication to 
the Chicago Tribune, that it was the 
duty of the state to compel all negli­ 
gent parents to ednoate their children. 
Very well; that is Just the purpose of 
the Bennett law. It was enacted to deal 
with those negligent citizens who are the 
parents of the forty or fifty thousand 
children in the state who ware denied all 
sohool privileges the peat year. Still 
further, tbs state enaots that a certain 


church, or in neither? Does a man’s a1 
leg Unco to the state depend on what 
kiud of religion he professes? SSejntar 
education happens to fie a patt cf the 
business of this secular state. The state 
says the parent must give the child this 
rudiment try education in English. Tho 
church procee.is t o take the chili away 
from the means furnished by the state 
for such education and refuses to furnish 
such education in the church school! as 
the state demands. The state enacts a 
law t J compel the parent to do his duty 
by the child and the state. 
Mr. Swan 
says the state baa the right. The neces­ 
sity of a general brac.ng ap of the peo­ 
ple in the I me of a more thorough teaoh- 
iag of English branches is seen on every 
band. Theie has been in many sections 
of .the state a greater attachment to some 
foreign language than to the purpose cf 
makiag American citizens and equi ping 
them with the tools of that oitizeDsnip. 
Every foreigner when ha sets foot in 
America knows that the inability to

are, true 
friends to the common schools. I have 
always belive! iu the people and my 
faith is still unshaken. 
In that splent!i I eulogy on the Ifs and 
cervices of John Aditus and Thomas 
Jefferson by the immortal Webster oc­ 
cur these words: “Bat the cause of 
knowledge iu a more enlarged sense, the 
cause of general knowledge and popular 
education, hfd un warmer friends than 
Mr. Adorns and Mr. Jefferson. On this 
foundation they knew the whole repub­ 
lican ny bt em rested; aud this great and 
important truth they strove to impress 
by all the means in their power. In the 
early publication already referred to Mr. 
Adams expresses tho strong and just 
mmtimen* that the education of the 
poor, 
is 
more 
important even 
to 
the 
rich 
themselves, 
than 
all their onn riches. Ga this great troth, 
ii deed is f moiled that nnri val led,that in 
valuable polit ce I sod moral institution 
—our own blasting and the glory of our 
epeak, read and write the language of the I fathers—the New England system of free 
ocuutry is a serious disadvantage to bim; * schools.” 
yet, in face of this self-evideLt fact, there 
are numerous communities in the state 
where young men and women, Dem 
there, are unable to converse in the En­ 
glish language, the language of their own 
state. 
I know of sn instance in Jefferson 
oounty where a young man 26 years of 
age, has lived all his life within sight cf 
a district sobo< I, yet he has never at­ 
tended that sohool and is unable to make 
himself understood rn English. He has 
attended the church echool and caD read 
and write in Gorman. Who is to blame 
for tbia young man’s ignorance cf the 
language of Lis own ooantry? Have his 
parents, the pastor or the church, who 
entered into the conspiracy to darken 
this young man’s understanding, have 
they, J say.no responsibility to answer 
for to the state? There are townships 
ia the state where the town records have 
been ktpt in German for years to the 
utter destruction of all validity or legal­ 
ity. Every act or Rax levied is i legtl 
because of such a state of affaite. 
In 
one 
town 
in 
the 
state 
a vote was tiken to loan the public 
sohool money to suob as wanted to bor­ 
row. Instances have come to my knowl­ 
edge where the English language has 
bt en banished from the public sohool 
bouse and in one iattanoe a der man- 
(Jatbolio priest stripped the public fchool 
cf it* furniture and ordered the sohool 
closed. I have not the least doubt b t 
that he is in cnnmon with others iu 
being a bitter opponent of the Bennett 
law. In certain counties in the state a 
regularly paid interpreter gis needed ti 
seoure the testimony yi oourt of men ani 
women who were born ia the state. 
Nearly every jadge in the state is con­ 
stantly m eting instances of this sort. 
Yet when a law is enacted to prevent 
mob rank mjastioe to children who are 
to become American citizens, we are tot 
tbat we are striking a blow at certain 
people and the right to worship. The same 
plea is set ap io New Mexloc, where one- 
half the people cannot speak, mach less 
read or write, the English language. 
Those who are interested in keeping 
those people in ignorance are also great­ 
ly exercised lest the right of worship be 
curtailed in some manner. It is curious 
to note bow difficult it is in the opinion 
of these people for our Heavenly Father 
to understand the English language. A 
peculiar feature of this controversy is 
the claims and assumptions in defense of 
religion which the opponents of the Ben­ 
nett law set up. They are very |peou'iar 
in deed. The Lutheran and German- 
Uatboiio clergy have suddenly become 
the only defenders of religion in t he 
land. The German-Methodist!, Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Scandinavian Lutheran, 
and ell tbat great body of English 
speaking Protest anti 
can 
see 
no 
danger to religion or the rights of re­ 
ligious worship in the law. Are they so 
stupid that they do not Know when re­ 
ligion is atteoked? Then there are the 
Irish Cattie Iris. 
Have they suddenly 
become blind to the great danger that 
threatens their religious existence and 
integrity? Ail these last enumerated 
classes of religious thought and belief 
are quite generally rn favor of the law. 
Really, my friends, do you thinK we 
have yet reacted the real animus cf the 
opposition to the law ? The situation re­ 
minds me very much of the words of a 
certain man by the name of Demetnu*, 
as recorded in the 19th chapter bf the 
Acts of the Apostles: 
“ Sirs, ye know 
tbat by this crc ft we have onr wealth.” 
The Bennett law gnatds well ail re­ 
served rights 11‘ parent or child. 
The school boards are the authorized 
agent! of the state to execute the pur­ 
pose of the state. 
Exceptions are well cared for. (I) 
With unusual liberality any offender 
against the law is given five days’ notice. 
(2) No one bat the school board ic eu- 
(hoiizcd t i make complaint. (3) In­ 
ability to send a child to school is a valid 
txcuse. (4) Previous 
attendance at 
•sonool for the prescribed period. (5) 
Previous proficiency in the prescribed 
elementary branches. (6) Physical or 
mental condition o' a child rendering at­ 
tendance inexpedient or impracticable. 
(7) The excuse furnished by the school 
ooard is a bar to pro-eoution. 
Let as sappose a disagreement arises 
and the board refuses to grant an tx - 
ouse. The parent refuses - to obey, and 
the case is taken iuto oourt. After pros­ 
ecution is commenced, if it shall appear 
to the satisfaction of the oourt that 
either before or after the receipt cf the 
notice the parent bas caused suob child 
to attend a school as provided in tbi9 
act ic good faith and with the intent to 
continue such attendance the prescribed 
time, the penalty shall not be incurred. 
There can be in conviction or penalty 
assessed except in comt and a poi* the 
verdict of a jury it the accused shall re­ 
quest one. 
Tne law defines what shall constitute 
a school within the meanir g of the la w, for 
the meaning of the law is to secure cer­ 
tain lnstrnotion in English. This is 
logioai to its purpose and wise. It is a 
school that shall teach the things with­ 
out whioh one cannot become thorough­ 
ly in^ependenf, intelligent, ustfal and 
competent, not only to manage private 
affairs, bat fitted also to discharge bis 
pnblio duties in the schorl meeting, at 
the ballot box and as a juror passing up­ 
on in all these pisces the liberties and 
property of bis fellow citizens withoieiit 
to himself and safety to hn neighbor. 
In face of these necessities we are told 
to-day, that the state may not require 
the language in which it 9 laws are writ­ 
ten, its records kept and its ballots print­ 
ed. to be taught to its future citizens. 
It is too much to ask of the ecclesias­ 
tics who are the head and front cf this 
opposition, that in the retarn for the ex­ 
emption of their ohuroh aud sohool prop 
erty from taxation, in return for the lib­ 
erties guaranteed them, in return for the 
concessions that they may have exclusive 
charge cf tue education of their children 
—that they themselves snail teach these 
children the elements of reading, writing, 
ciphering and the polit icsl history cf 
their native land, rn the official language 
of the stats ? 
The Bennett law deals with the parent 
or guardian alone. The ohurch cf pa­ 
rochial school are neither to ba ap­ 
proved or disapproved. 
The question 
is solely with the amount and charact it 
of the instruction the ohild has received 
or is receiving. Herein bes the protec­ 
tion guaranteed t i the ohnroh and reli­ 
gious sohool by the constitution. Bot 
the state has never yet abdicated it! 
right to deal with every citizen, and ask 
of him the discharge of any doty its 
necessities may require. By the terms 
cf the constitution Che* law making 
power is constituted the sole jadge of 
those necessities.

A NEW CORPORATION. 


First Fntranee to th e W ilkesbarre C olliery 
Siuee th e Disaster. 
VV ii.KESHA uke. Pa., April 5.—For the 
first time since the fatal night when fire 
broke out in the rock tunnel, tho works 
of tho South Wilkesbarre colliery, in 
which eight men are still emtombed,were 
visited. 
For more than a week huge buckets, 
each holding 1,5'K) gallons of water, 
have been racing up and down the shaft 
day and night hoisting out water that 
was poured in to extinguish the fire. 
General Superintendent Scott, District 
Superintendent Morgan, Inside Foreman 
Eaulds and a few picked men entered 
the mine, and after exeountcring many 
difficulties and dangers succeeded in 
making their way in ali;the workings and 
through to Stanton mine. 
They found 
the fire had extended through nearly 
all the workings of the colliery. 
Tim­ 
bers were burned out and roads filled 
in to a depth of many feet with rubbish 
—fallen timbers, rock and coal—that 
had fallen from the roof and sides. 
In 
some places the gangways are almost 
filled to the roof. Not a trace was found 
of the missing men, and there is no 
doubt their remains are somewhere un­ 
derneath the mass of rubbish that tills 
the gangways. 
Work was commenced cleaning away 
the wreck and reopening the mine, and 
the remains of tile eight victims may 
thou be fond. 
Morgan Price, another of the men in­ 
jured in the explosion in the Susque­ 
hanna Coal company's mint s at Nanti­ 
coke yesterday, died last night from his 
injuries. 
He was conscious for some 
time after he was brought home. 
He 
said when the gas went off he was lifted 
from his feet and blown clear through 
the brattice. 
Ho lay unconscious where 
he fell for some time, and lust as he was 
coming to he was picked up a second 
time and rolled like a ball for a distance 
of fifty feet. 
He was literally cooked, 
the flesh hanging in shreds from his 
body. 
He suffered intense agony during 
tne afternoon and evening, when death 
mercifully ended his torture.
